LONDON Queen Elizabeth II marks her 90th birthday on Thursday as Britons 
and many throughout the world celebrate her long and dignified reign. She will 
celebrate again in June with national events to mark her official birthday Here are 
answers to some questions about the queen’s extraordinary life and times: 


WHY TWO BIRTHDAYS A 
YEAR? ISN’T ONE ENOUGH? 

It may seem excessive, but the British mon- 
arch celebrates his or her birthday twice a year, 
once on the actual day (for Elizabeth, April 21), 
and once in early June, when the event can 
be marked with the gala Trooping the Color 
parade in central London. The June date is 
chosen in part because the famously fickle 
British weather just might produce a few sunny 
hours at that time of year. And the Buckingham 
Gardens are gloriously in bloom. 

WHEN DID SHE 
BECOME QUEEN? 

Elizabeth's life was changed forever in 1936 
when her uncle, King Edward VIII, abdicated 
so he could marry his divorced lover, Wallis 
Simpson. This made her father the king and 
Elizabeth heir to the throne. King George Vi’s 


health failed, however, and he was too ill for a 
planned tour of the Commonwealth in 1952, 
so he sent Elizabeth and her husband. Prince 
Philip, in his place. They were staying in a re- 
mote part of Kenya on Feb. 6, 1952, when she 
was told that the king had died. She automati- 
cally became queen upon her father’s death, 
although the official coronation did not take 
place for more than a year. 

HOW DID ELIZABETH 
WEATHER WORLD WAR II? 

Elizabeth was a young princess during World 
War II, and her father King George VI was con- 
cerned for her safety as London came under 
the repeated German bombing raids known as 
The Blitz. She and her sister Princess Margaret 
were moved to Windsor Castle, about 25 miles 
west of London, for security reasons. She later 
persuaded her parents to let her serve in the 
Auxiliary Territorial Service, where she learned 


how to drive and repair ambulances and trucks 
as part of the war effort. 

HAS THE QUEEN EVER 
COMPLAINED IN PUBLIC? 

No, that’s just not done. The closest Elizabeth 
has come to exhibiting human frailty to her 
subjects was in 1992, when she made a rare 
admission that her life, so picture-perfect on 
the outside, was marred by the marital woes 
of three of her four children. She didn’t com- 
plain in English, however, looking to Latin to 
proclaim it had been something of an “annus 
horribilis” — a horrible year that included a di- 
sastrous fire at her beloved Windsor Castle. 

WHAT WAS THE LOW 
POINT OE HER MONARCHY? 

This would undoubtedly be the stormy days 
that followed Princess Diana’s sudden death 
in a car crash in August 1997. The princess was 
tremendously popular, and many held the royal 
family responsible for her unpleasant divorce 
from Prince Charles. The queen was castigated 
in the press for not returning to London imme- 
diately after Diana’s death and for not flying the 
royal standard atop the palace at half-staff as a 
sign of respect. Thousands of mourners placed 


flowers at the gates of Kensington Palace, 
Diana’s residence, and many complained the 
queen was insensitive and out of touch. 

WHO WAS HER FAVORITE 
PRIME MINISTER? 

You’d have to ask her. And she won’t tell. 

DOES THE QUEEN 
PLAN TO RETIRE? 

The strong-willed and able-bodied queen has 
given no indication she plans to leave the 
throne, and has described her unique position 
as a “job for life.” Her own mother lived to be 
101, and was generally in fine fettle in her final 
years. Still, it is possible Elizabeth would step 
down if she developed severe problems that 
made it impossible for her to carry out her role.

Um, I’m sorry, but 
what the hell, ABC? 

I have a confession: 
I have not watched 
“Castle” in quite some time. I fell way behind 
and never caught up. Past seasons of the 
show are not available to stream anywhere, 
making the possibility of a binge catch-up 
unlikely Despite this, I still read articles and 
big episode recaps and stay informed about 
the show I knew I’d catch up eventually 
But without Katie? Yeah, right. 
Deadline.com reported that ABC made the 
decision to cut Katie (as well as Tamala Jones, 
who plays medical examiner Lanie Parish) be- 
cause it needed to cut costs in the event that 
the show gets picked up for a ninth season. 



That’s how many people tuned in to 
Monday’s episode of Castle. That’s 
the drama’s smallest audience since 
March 7, according to tvline.com. 
The episode aired hours after ABC 
announced that it did not ask Stana 
Katie or Tamala Jones back for a 
possible ninth and final season. 


The show— about an author and a cop joining 
forces to fight crime— also stars Nathan 
Fillion as titular character Richard Castle. 

Reducing costs is common in TV When 
“Scrubs” moved from NBC to ABC, the main 
cast had reduced roles, appearing in fewer 
episodes to cut costs. It happens. But again, 
what the hell, ABC? 

While the show might be called “Castle,” 
it wasn’t just a show about the author and his 
hijinks. For the better part of eight seasons, 
a central mystery of the show concerned 


Beckett and the death of her mother. The 
show always came back to that mystery 
The police procedural part of “Castle” 
always came second. People tuned in for the 
romance, the will-they-won’t-they punches to 
the gut that left us wanting more. For so long, 
the show built up to Castle and Beckett’s 
romance, and the characters just don’t work 
when they are separated. For the life of me I 
don’t understand why you would cut half the 
reason people tune in to the show 

Creator Andrew Marlowe —who left the 
show at the end of the seventh season— had 
always said that the Castle-Beckett rela- 
tionship was central to the show When 
news broke Monday that Katie was out, he 
tweeted, “Heartbroken. There are no words.” 

ABC should do “Castle” fans a favor and let 
the series end after this current season. The 
show and its fans deserve better than a Katic- 
less “Castle.” 

I can’t imagine ABC didn’t see this kind of 
negative reaction coming. Did anyone at ABC 
have the smarts to ask, “Do people still care 
about the Castle and Beckett romance?” 
Always.

Amy Schumer is one of the hottest people in 
pop culture at the moment. But you certainly 
don’t need critics or Comedy Central or her 
recent Emmy or Facebook or Instagram or 
whatever other barometric instrument of 
hotness typically offers such deep insights to 
tell you that. 

The Comedy Central hit “Inside 
Amy Schumer” returns Thursday 
with an exploration of the theme 
that “you can never be too exposed.” 

Guest stars this season include Sele- 
na Gomez, Jake Gyllenhaal, Maggie 
Gyllenhaal, Liam Neeson, Harvey 
Keitel, Laura Linney, Jennifer Hudson, Lena 
Dunham, Julianne Moore, Josh Charles, Steve 
Buscemi and— on Thursday’s premiere— Lin- 
Manuel Miranda. 

The first couple of episodes of the new 
season are mostly terrific, and next week is 
even better than the launch. The raunchiness 
is characteristically searing. As fans have long 


known, Schumer has something to say and 
doesn’t waste anyone’s time in saying it. 

Her preoccupations remain the same: sex, 
porn, self-image, the culture’s false idols and 
humanity’s willingness to debase itself before 
them. Also: Men are pigs, and women are either 
trollops or in servitude to the male lizard brain 
and its primal fixation on you-know-what. 

It’s about as bleakly nihilistic a vi- 
sion as you’ll see on TV, but also one 
of the funniest. There’s still that oc- 
casional tendency to go overboard, 
regrettably way overboard, but the 
message remains the same— we are 
a horrible species. 

Schumer also puts herself front and center 
as object of parody— exhibit A, if you will— 
but is such a skillful performer that you al- 
most forget she’s the one with the “kick me” 
sign on her back. 

“You are not nothing, you are not noth- 
ing, you are not overweight,” she says under 
her breath, before abasing herself in front of

“Hamilton” star-creator Miranda, who’s con- 
scripted to endure an impromptu staging of 
her Betsy Ross “hip hopera.”

There’s another about a pair of Google-like 
glasses that allow the user to see into the dark 
hearts of men. A commercial parody explores 
the nanny/husband affair contagion. 

They’re all funny and— even better than 
that— smart.
